Oath/Declaration 

1 . The Declaration filed on September 1 3, 2007 under 37 CFR 1 . 1 31 is sufficient to 
overcome the Liu et al. and Jin et al. references. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: This 
application teaches: (1) a composition comprising the product of combining, in the 
presence of a free radical initiator, a catalyst precursor and at least one monomer 
wherein the monomer and the catalyst precursor are polymerizable by free-radical 
polymerization and wherein the catalyst precursor compound is represent by the 
formula 




wherein each X is an abstractable ligand; each R, R’, R”, R’”, R p1 and R p2 is 
independently H or a hydrocarbyl group provided that at least one of R p1 and R p2 , and 
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R’” can be polymerized by a free radical initiator; M is a Group 4-1 1 metal and at least 
one of R\ R”, R’”, R p1 and R p2 is an allyl; (2) a catalyst system comprising the above 
composition and an activator and (3) a method to polymerize olefin comprising 
contacting an olefin with the above composition. The closest prior art of record is Liu et 
al. (Article: “Polymer-Incorporated Iron Catalyst for Ethylene Polymerization”) and Jin et 
al. (CN Patent Application No. 1352204A), which both teach a method for making 
polymerized catalyst comprising combining a catalyst precursor of the formula as 
claimed by applicants, a styrene monomer in the presence of a free radical initiator, 
however, both the Liu et al. and Jin et al. references are no longer available as prior art 
since applicants have filed a Declaration under 37 CFR 1.131 swearing behind each of 
the references. Accordingly, the rejections over the Liu et al. and Jin et al. references 
have been overcome and the application is allowable.
